Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Newbury on Tuesday, the eleventh of March, next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: The Articles of the Warrant to be taken at Ten 
o'clock mm the forenoon, with the exception of balloting. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see whether or not the voters will agree to con- 
struct and maintain sewage and sewerage treatment facilities 
at Blodgett’s Landing in the town, of Newbury. 


5. To see what action the Town wishes to take in regards 
to engaging an engineering firm to investigate sewerage and 
sewage disposal conditions at Blodgett’s Landing and raise 
and appropriate Two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for same. 
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6. To see what action the Town wishes to take in regards 
to except the provisions of Chapter III of Revised Laws. 


7. To see what action the Town wishes to take in ad- 
journing the Town meeting to August second, at ten o’clock 
nineteen forty-seven at the Town Hall in Newbury, for 
further information concerning Blodgett’s Landing sewerage.

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HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
PREVENT FOREST FIRES—IT PAYS 


Prevention is one of the most important phases of all fire 
effort. This is particularly true of forest fire control work. 
Preventing forest fires preserves valuable forest growth and 
other property, conserves man power and permits their use 
in productive channels, saves taxpayers’ money and con- 
serves fire fighting equipment. 

The prevention of forest fires is the most important and 
difficult part of the work of your forest fire warden who 
heads a local organization set up primarily for the security of 
your community's forest property. Appointed by the State 
Forester, upon recommendation of the Selectmen, he is 
charged by law with the responsibility of local administra- 
tion of forest fire laws, fire prevention and suppression. In 
his work he is aided by deputy forest fire wardens who, in 
emergency, may assume his power and authority. The 
warden is guided in his work by instructions received from 
the State Forester and by the District Fire Chief who repre- 
sents the State Forester. 

The importance and value of the work of the forest fire 
warden and his deputies is, perhaps, best appreciated during 
hazardous periods when fire danger is greatest. The public, 
however, looks to him at all times for speedy and economical 
suppression of going fires. | : 

To properly fulfill his mission, the warden needs the gen- 
erous and understanding cooperation of the public at large. 
He attempts to secure this cooperation by the posting of cau- 
tion notices, news items and by word of mouth, always care- 
fully explaining the necessity of restrictions imposed. In the 
matter of giving cooperation, however, the public often fails. 
The record shows that an average of 7,300 acres of wood- 
land are burned over by forest fires in New Hampshire each 
year. Analysis of fire causes reveal the fact that more than 
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98 percent of all forest fires are, consistently, the result of 
human carelessness and are preventable. 

The careless smoker fails.to properly extinguish his cigar, 
cigarette or pipe ashes or thoughtlessly throws them from 
the car window; the debris burner fails or refuses to consult 
the warden, as the law requires when the ground is not cov- 
ered with snow, before attempting to burn; campers fail to 
properly extinguish their fires or frequently build fires when 
conditions are unfavorable. 

The elimination of human causes from the forest fire 
problem is the answer. This is not as difficult of accom- 
plishment as it might appear at first glance. Let each one 


who reads this— 


1. Use ordinary common sense with fire in and near 
woodland. 
2. Comply with requirements on the use of fire in and near 


woodland and when the ground is not covered with

percent of attendance is good. The number of pupils regis- 
tered is the lowest for many years. However, there will be 
a considerable increase within two or three years. 

The total number of pupils residing in the district and at- 
tending public schools was as follows:

Owing to the sharp increase in the cost of living teachers 
who are working under a fixed salary contract have found 
it difficult to meet expenses. At a meeting of all the teachers 
in Supervisory Union No. 26 in November it was voted to 
ask a bonus of $300.00 for each teacher. However, the two 
teachers in Newbury District have presented no formal re- 
quest to the board for consideration, although teachers in 
several other districts of this group have asked their boards 
for the sum mentioned. We feel that the people of Newbury 
are no less appreciative than citizens of other districts of 
the services of their teachers and their economic needs and 
that a bonus will be provided. 

The scarcity of teachers is increasing with no prospect of 
relief for several years. It is expected that the few begin- 
ners who graduate from teachers’ colleges this year will 
receive a salary of at least $1800. 

In order to help small districts bear the increased cost of 
education Commissioner Fuller has brought before the New 
Hampshire Legislature now in session a bill for increased 
State Aid. If this is passed as written it would provide for 
Newbury $50. for each pupil in high school and $37.50 for 
each elementary pupil, a total of about $1800. based on this 
year’s membership. 

We hope that every citizen interested in, the improve 
of our schools and a lower tax rate will do all he can to have 
this bill passed.
